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Makmg Doors Operate Easily 


Ho useho lders Are To ld by Ex perts 
Ho w Ma ny Tro ubles Ma y Be 
Obv ia ted Simply . 


Many of the householder’s troubles 
with iU-attlng doors can be remedied 
or prevented by proper painting, a c 
cording to engineers at the forest 
Z Z J x B laboratory. Madison, WIs. 
Although considerable difficulty Is ex 
oerienced with inside doors due to sa» 
^n g or shifting of the building frame, 
a cmidition hard to deal with, this fact 
Khould not discourage attempts to cor­ 
rect the many cases of misfit due to 
moisture changes In the door itself. 
The vulnerable spot, the Achilles 
heel of most doors Is the top or bot­ 
t o m edge. Seldom painted, “because it 
doesn’t show,” this Is a point at which 
the wood may take on or lose moisture 
-rapidly ant* swell or shrink. 
As the 
end grain of wood absoibs moisture 
mure rapidly than side grain, the ends 
of the Stiles (the ontside uprights) 
are most liable to absorb molstnre. 
These take moisture for some distance 
into their length, swell laterally, qnd 
stick on a side edge near top or bot­ 
tom If the door has been closely fitted. 
Tbe top and bottom edges In new 
doors should be given several costs of 
nalnt or vamlsh after all planing down 
¿^^jessary to hanging la finished, and 
the raw inriaces of old doors shonld 
also be painted or* varnished at once, 
wbra planing has heca resorted to to 
stop sticking. This wlU greatly retard 
temporary molstnre chanfea with the 


In view of the liabiilty to damage 
through dampness. It Is well not to In­ 
stall or store doors in a new house un­ 
til all plastering and cement work has 
dried out. 
_ 
In the case of garage and other out­ 
side doors, thorough.painting is even 
more necessary than with inshle <U*.>rs. 
as moisture variation is the most fre­ 
quent cause of trouble with this type 
of door. 
• 
It Is well to store a new garage dooi 
In an onheated buildiag for several 
weeks before banging ta allow It to 
reach a moisture content In equilibrium 
with that of the outside air. After all 
planing down la finished the door 
should be painted on both sides and all 
four edges, particular attention being 
givra to the tqp and bottom edges aa 
in the case of inside doors. ’Thorough 
painting will retard the excessive mol» 
tore changes which may cause swelling 
at an edge or warping of the door* aa a 
whole.

Householders Are 
Told 
by 
Experts 
How Many Troubles May Be 
Obviated Simply. 


Many of the householder’s troubles 
with ill-fitting doors can be remedied 
or prevented by proper painting, ac­ 
cording 
to 
engineers 
at 
the forest 
products laboratory, Madison, Wis. 
A lthough considerable difficulty is ex 
perienced with inside doors due to s a # 
ging or shifting of the building frame, 
a condition hard to deal with, this fact 
should not discourage attem pts to cor­ 
rect the many cases of misfit due to 
moisture changes in the door itself. 
T he vulnerable spot, the Achilles 
heel. of most doors is the top or bot­ 


t o m edge. 
Seldom painted, “because it 
doesn’t show.” this is a point at which 
the wood may take on or lose m oisture 
rapidly and swell or shrink. 
As the 
end grain of wood absorbs m oisture 
more rapidly than side grain, the euds 
of the stiles (the outside uprights) 
are most liable to absorb moisture. 
These take moisture for some distance 
into their length, swell laterally, and 
stick on a side edge near top or bot­ 
tom if the door has been closely fitted. 
The top and bottom edges in new 
doors should be given several coats of 
paint or varnish after all planing down 
necessary to hanging is finished, and 
Hie raw surfaces of old doors should 
also be painted or varnished a t once, 
when planing has been resorted to to 
stop sticking. This will greatly retard 
tem porary m oisture changes w ith (he 
difficulties that rewin, 


In view of the liability to dam age 
through dampness, it is well not to in­ 
stall or store doors in a new house un­ 
til all plastering and cement work has 
dried out. 


In the case of garage and other out­ 
side doors, thorough .painting is ever. 
mole necessary than with inside doors, 
as m oisture variation is the most fre­ 
quent cause of trouble with this type 
of door. 
• 


It is well to store a new garage dt*oi 
in an unheated building for several 
weeks before hanging to allow it to 
reach a m oisture content in equilibrium 
with that of the outside air. 
A fter all 
planing 
dow n is 
finished 
the 
door 
should be painted on both sides and all 
four edges, particular attention being 
given to the top and bottom edges as 
in the case of inside doors. Thorough 
painting will retard the excessive mois­ 
ture changes which may cause swelling 
at an edge or w arping of the door as a 
whole.

The practicab ility of m easuring crop 
acreages b y m eans of airplane pho­ 
tography Is b eing determined b y the 
n lie i. S tates D e pa rtm ^ t of Agricul­ 
ture a t W ashington in an effort to 
remove so far as possib le the hazard 
of errors in crop reporting. 
In recent experim ents at Tallulah, 
La., In co-operation with the Army Air 
service photographs of fields of cotton, 
com and b ay were made a t heights 
ranging from 2,500 to 7,000 feet with 
the plane traveling a t the rate of 
80 to 90 miles an hour. In photographs 
taken at 7,000 Teet It Is possib le to 
distinguish the fields planted to the 
various crops.

CROP REPORTING BY PLANE I 40,000 RADIOS ARE ON FARMS 


Army Air Service Takes Photographs 
of Fields of Cotton, Corn 
and Hay. 


The practicability of measuring crop 
acreages by means of airplane pho­ 
to g r a p h y Is being determined by the 
T ailed States Department of Agricul­ 
ture at Washington in an effort to 
remove so far as possible the hazard 
of errors in crop reporting.

I and bacteriologists who have worked 
out the tobacco problems are sur­ 
prised at some of the results. 
A re- 
j port prepared by the Department of 
Agriculture sets forth some of the in­ 
teresting results of this tobacco doc­ 
toring. 
For instance, everyone used to think 
that the fermentation of tobacco in 
the curing process was caused by bac­ 
teria, just as is the fermentation of 
apple jui£e in the manufacture of cider 
and vinegar. 
But it was found out 
that in the case of tobacco bacteria 
had nothing to do with It. 
Thy fact 
is that the leaves of tobacco aintain 
certain chemical compounds known as 
enzymes, which, under certain condi­ 
tions of moisture and temperature, pro­ 
duce fermentation. This discovery has 
led to great improvements in the cur­ 
ing of the leaf. Now it is possible by 
the use of the thermometer to control 
the curing and greatly to increase 
the percentage of high-grade tobacco. 
In the northern districts where It was 
thought to be necessary to cure to­ 
bacco in cases, It was found that bulk 
curing could he carried on just as It 
was in the southern districts. 
The 
adoption of this method has saved the 
investors many millions o£ dollars. 
The marvelous development of the 
shade-grown tobacco Industry in the 
Connecticut valley is built upon the 
foundation of government investiga­ 
tion. 
Formerly this district had pro­ 
duced a dom esticcrapper tobacco, the 
best of which soli for around 20 cents 
a pound. 
Wrapper tobacco from Su­ 
matra at the same time sold for $3 a 
pound or more. 
By making tests of 
the tent method of growing tobacco 
It was found that under these cheese 
cloth shades conditions could be pro 
duced very favorable to the growing 
of Sumatra tobacco in Connecticut.

Although 
it costs from IO to 20 times as much 
as the domestic wrapper, it is largely 
used by the trade. 
So the growing of 
this crop under cloth has become the 
principal industry of a large section 
of the Connecticut valley. 
Another Important discovery Is that 
of the steam sterilization of tobacco 
beds. 
Of old the grower sometimes 
had great difficulty in growing plants 
for transplanting into the field. They 
would become diseased in the bed w ith 
resulting large losses. 
Weeds also 
caused much trouble to the young 
plants. 
Now the enterprising tobacco 
grower eliminates both of these diffi­ 
culties by goj^ig over the bed with a 
steam sterilizer, which kills the weed 
seeds and destroys the disease organ­ 
isms which would attack the young 
plants. As a result, the production of 
good, healthy, young plants is now 
relatively easy, 
If diseases attacked the tobacco 
plant only during the early stages of 
Its growth in the bed the tobacco 
grower would have an easy time in­ 
deed. but there axe many other dis­ 
eases which ravage the plants in the 
fields. One of the most destructive of 
these is the one known as mosaic, 
which puzzled plant pathologists for 
a long time. They have now found out 
that it is a specific infection, that a 
certain definite germ causes tile trou­ 
ble. 
In addition to this, they learned 
that insects are a factor in carrying 
it from plant to plant. 
In the South the growers have suf­ 
fered a great deal through losses pro­ 
duced by a wilt which has been named 
the Granville tobacco wilt. 
The De­ 
partment of Agriculture worked out a 
rotation system ‘which has greatly re­ 
duced the losses. 
No cure has yet 
been found for the disease, hut tho 
farmer now knows how’ to keep out 
of its path. 
In regions of thin, light soil, tobacco 
farmers have long talked about a sup­ 
posed disease which they called * and 
drown.” The trouble was not too I inch 
sand, according to recent discovery, 
hut the lack of magnesia, a fertilizing 
element which is not generally recog­ 
nized by farmers as being useful to 
plants. 
Usually enough of th is'ele­ 
ment occurs in the soil to take care 
of the demands of any crop. 
All the 
farmers have to do is to change the 
plant’s rations slightly. 
Some great advances have been 
made in the field of plant breeding. 
One particularly interesting variety of 
tobacco has teen developed. It is now 


eties make it possible for these tobacco 
growers to continue growing hurley 
tobacco on their fields year after year. 
The same principle has been applied 
to other varieties in many regions. 
Since more than half of the tobacco 
produced in this country is cured with­ 
out artificial heat, bad weather is n 
big factor. 
Experiments have shown 
that a certain amount of heat used 
at the critical time will make it pos­ 
sible to cure the tobacco just as if 
the most*favorahK weather conditions 
existed from start to finish. 
In the 
sections where heat is ordinarily used 
for the curing, the flue-cured tobac­ 
co districts, improvements have been 
made in the ventilation of barns which 
have greatly Improved the quality of 
the tobacco. 
In preparing cigar to­ 
bacco it is packed and allowed to for 
ment, and sometimes big losses are 
experienced 
because 
of 
too 
much 
moisture in the leaves. 
The most de 
sirahle moisture content lins been de­ 
termined, and it is now possible to 
avoid much of this loss. 
The great increase in the popular­ 
ity o f the cigarette, which is now be­ 
ing produced at the rate of about 60 
billions annually in this country as 
compared with 5% billions in 1905. 
has resulted in the change in the de­ 
mand for different types of tobacco. 
In the Carolinas and Virginia, where 
a large part of this tobacco is pro­ 
duced, 
government 
experimenters 
found It possible to get a more desir­ 
able leaf for this purpose, not by 
changing the type of variety but by 
modification of the harvesting methods. 
Entomologists have found a satis­ 
factory method for fighting the horn 
worm, a destructive pest to the grow?- 
ing crop. 
Years ago growers depend­ 
ed upon applications of paris green, 
often with the result that the tobacco 
wTas badly burned and the crop a par­ 
tial failure. Arsenate of lead w-as devel­ 
oped as a substitute, and horse-drawn 
dusting machines have been developed. 
A rough estimate Is that this one dis­ 
covery saves the tobacco growers a 
million dollars a year.

crop of Maryland Mammoth yielding 
a ton an acre; the average yield In 
Maryland is less than 800 pounds.
